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Today  the  Bachelor  Creek  Church  of  Christ  enters  into  a  new  era,  not  only 
in  years  but  more  to  the  point,  a  new  era  of  challenge.  Never  in  the  history 
of  this  congregation  has  the  opportunity  presented  itself  for  a  greater  and  more 
effective  service  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 

I  commend  you  of  the  Bachelor  Creek  Church  for  your  labors  and  steadfast¬ 
ness  in  the  maintaining  of  this  congregation  through  this  time  of  building  and 
change.  The  manifestation  of  your  concern  for  the  lost  in  sin  both  here  at  home 
and  abroad  has  been  admirable.  However,  now  is  the  time  to  move  forward. 
We  dare  not  relax  and  become  selfsatisfied . 

With  this  new  building,  we  have  added  another  tool  by  which  we  can  more 
effectively  accomplish  the  Lord's  work.  Let  us  use  it  to  the  fullest.  Use  it,  as 
a  place  of  comfort  for  those  who  mourn;  as  a  place  of  strength  for  those  who 
are  tempted;  as  a  place  to  be  taught  the  Word  of  God;  as  a  place  to  perfect 
the  Saints.  Use  it  as  a  place  to  convert  those  outside  of  Christ.  Use  it  al¬ 
ways  to  honor  and  glorify  the  Lord. 

To  you  who  have  not  yet  accepted  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour,  we  offer 

hope  of  Eternal  Life  through  Him.  We  invite  you  to  study  the  Scriptures  with 

us  to  determine  what  you  must  do  to  be  saved.  Your  obedience  to  the  com¬ 
mands  of  the  Gospel  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Jesus  said,  "Not  everyone 

that  saith  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven;  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  who  is  in  Heaven."  Matthew  7:21.  You  cannot 
know  God's  Will  apart  from  God's  Word. 

We  rejoice  in  the  Lord  for  this  great  blessing  we  have  received  from  Him. 
Now,  let  us  go  forth  and  show  Him  our  gratitude  as  we  serve  Him.  With  the 
Apostle  Paul,  "I  beseech  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God,  to 
present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  to  God,  which  is  your 
spiritual  service." 

In  the  service  of  Christ, 

Dennis  W.  Mobley,  Minister 
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According  to  the  old  church  records  of  the  Bachelor  Creek  Church  of  Christ  it 
was  first  known  as  the  Paw  Paw  Christian  Church.  The  body  of  believers  organiz¬ 
ed  themselves  into  a  church  June  14,  1845.  The  history  of  the  organization  reads 
as  follows: 

"This  fourteenth  day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-five,  we  the  Disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  met  at  the  home  of  Simeon 
B.  Loyds  in  Noble  township,  Wabash  County,  Indiana.  After  singing  and  prayers, 
proceeded  to  organize  ourselves  into  a  church  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  known  as  the  Paw  Paw  Creek  Church.  And  proceeded  to  set  apart  our  be¬ 
loved  brethren  Simeon  B.  Loyds  and  Ota  James  as  Elders  and  William  A.  Breckner 
and  Josiah  Watson  as  Deacons." 

For  fourteen  years  these  early  disciples  met  in  the  various  homes  and  in  a 
school  house  of  log  structure  located  north  of  the  present  bridge  on  Paw  Paw 
Creek  on  state  road  15  to  the  first  intersection  and  then  east  a  short  distance. 

Communion  was  held  every  Lord's  Day  and  they  had  preaching  once  a  month. 
Revivals  were  held  every  year  in  the  month  of  September. 

In  the  year  1859  these  disciples  had  their  first  house  of  worship;  the  church 
standing  where  the  present  building  is  located.  Later  the  name  of  the  church  was 
changed  from  Paw  Paw  Creek  Church  first  to  Plank  Road  Christian  Church  and  later 
to  the  Bachelor  Creek  Christian  Church  because  of  the  location  along  said  creek. 

In  the  year  1858  the  church  purchased  the  present  site  from  William  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Stone,  1.56  acres  for  the  sum  of  $50,  then  in  1859  the  deed  was  recorded. 

Eli  Carver  and  Levi  Cox,  operators  of  a  saw  mill  near  by  sawed  the  lumber. 
Sanford  Honeywell,  father  of  the  late  Mark  Honeywell,  was  given  the  contract 
to  build  the  church. 

The  church  yard  had  to  be  cleared  of  timber  as  at  that  time  most  of  the  sur¬ 
rounding  community  was  covered  with  forest.  The  first  church  was  a  frame  building 
painted  white  with  a  porch  across  the  front  providing  two  entrances.  Two  box 
stoves  furnished  heat  and  it  was  lighted  with  oil  lamps,  three  on  a  side  with  a 
hand  lamp  on  the  front  stand.  The  women  always  sat  on  one  side  of  the  church, 
the  men  on  the  other.  Women  wore  their  aprons  to  church  and  the  children  bare¬ 
footed  in  summer.  The  people  for  the  most  part  came  in  wagons,  some  by  horse¬ 
back  and  not  a  few  walked. 

The  church  was  closed  for  a  period  of  time  after  construction  for  lack  of  fin¬ 
ance  but  services  were  held  in  the  Stone  schoolhouse.  From  1859  -  1864  the 
church  records  relate  it  was  in  a  state  of  reorganization  most  of  the  time.  While 
holding  services  in  the  schoolhouse  they  were  on  Sunday  afternoon.  John  Wharton 
organized  the  Sunday  School  and  later  William  McCray  served  as  superintendent. 


The  church  was  rebuilt  in  1903  with 
William  Wysong  in  charge  of  the  build¬ 
ing  program.  Dan  Showalter,  father  of 
Homer  Showalter,  Wabash,  did  part  of 
the  construction.  The  dedicatory  sermon 
was  given  by  L.  L.  Carpenter  who  was 
the  grandfather  of  L.  H.  Carpenter, 
Wabash .

In  1938  work  began  on  the  addition  to  the  old  brick  veneer  building  with 
Fred  Tomson  in  charge  of  construction  at  a  cost  of  $14,000.  This  was  dedicated 
in  1939  with  Larry  Brandon,  state  senator,  giving  this  dedication  sermon. 

The  addition  provided  an  enlarged  basement,  Sunday  School  rooms,  rest 
rooms,  kitchen  and  a  foyer.  At  first  this  was  heated  by  two  coal  furnaces. 

About  1942  a  baptistery  was  built  on  the  east  end  of  the  old  church  build¬ 
ing  and  the  name  of  the  church  was  changed  to  the  Bachelor  Creek  Church  of 
Christ. 

Later  as  attendance  grew  and  more  classrooms  were  needed  the  basement 
was  remodeled .  Glazed  brick  covered  the  side  walls,  the  kitchen  moved  to  the 
west  end,  oil  heat  installed  and  Sunday  School  rooms  made  available  in  the 
area  used  formerly  as  a  dining  room.

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On  September  12,  1965  Mrs.  Hiram  Speicher, 
Mrs.  Hubert  Hahn  and  Mrs.  James  Watson, 
daughters  of  Mrs.  Vera  Stone  Ireland,  who 
was  the  daughter  of  Elma  and  Elias  Stone, 
presented  to  the  church  a  deed  for  two  acres 
of  ground  adjacent  to  the  present  site.  This 
gift  was  made  with  a  vision  of  future  expan¬ 
sion. 

On  December  15,  1968  the  congregation 
voted  to  build  a  new  church  at  the  estimated 
cost  of  $150,000.00.  This  was  passed  by  a 
nearly  unanimous  vote.  Ground  breaking  was 
held  July  13,  1969. 

Roscoe  Kirtlan  was  named  chairman  of  the 
building  committee.  Robert  McKillip  was  named 
chairman  of  the  financial  committee.  Joe  Dee- 
ter,  then  chairman  of  the  board,  made  these 
appointments.  Walter  Goodman,  President  of 
Goodman  Church  Builders,  was  contacted  and 
given  the  assignment  of  building  the  new  struc¬ 
ture.  Ivan  L.  McElwee  of  Joplin,  Missouri  was 


the  architect.  Various  committees  and  a  large 
amount  of  volunteer  labor  has  been  available 
among  the  church  members.  The  building  con¬ 
sists  of  an  auditorium  which  will  seat  424  with 
an  overflow  capacity  of  68;  a  choir,  seating 
28;  six  classrooms,  a  small  chapel,  minister's 
study,  office  and  rest  rooms. 

As  an  independent  Church  of  Christ  the  Board 
of  Elders  suggested  we  have  the  name  of  the 
Bachelor  Creek  Church  of  Christ  removed  from 
the  year  book  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ.  A 
congregational  vote  was  taken  and  passed  100% 
and  procedures  were  set  forth  to  do  so. 

In  1969  Letter  of  Incorporation  on  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  by-laws  of  the  church  were  passed 
and  accepted  by  the  church  members. 

Some  descendants  of  Barton  Stone  of  the  Res¬ 
toration  Movement  are  members  as  well  as  sev¬ 
eral  families  who  are  descendants  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  church  members.

Evangelism,  or  the  spreading  of  the  Gospel,  has  played  a  great  part  in 
the  growth  of  the  Bachelor  Creek  Church  of  Christ.  There  are  many  areas 
of  service  in  which  we  can  see  this  growth  take  form  and  substance. 

The  Bachelor  Creek  congregation  has  always  encouraged  her  members  to 
consider  specialized  roles  in  the  Gospel  ministry.  Three  men  have  been 
ordained  by  the  Bachelor  Creek  Church  to  the  work  of  evangelism.  They 
are  Lowell  Bain,  David  Graham  and  Robert  Kirtlan.  Many  others  have  at¬ 
tended  Bible  College  and  at  present  five  of  our  young  people  are  enrolled 
in  Bible  Colleges.  Others  are  making  plans  to  attend  in  the  future. 

Another  area  of  evangelism  is  the  missionary  emphasis  which  is  strong 
in  this  congregation.  In  the  year  1965  our  giving  to  mission  work  amounted  to 
slightly  over  $5,300.00  while  in  the  year  1969  our  giving  to  missions 
reached  $14,000.00.  Some  of  the  areas  receiving  the  larger  support  a- 
mounts  are  as  follows:  the  Donald  Burney  family  in  Japan,  Miss  Bertha  Filer 
in  the  Philippines,  the  Herbert  Watkins  family  in  Mexico,  the  C.  Marion 
Railey  family  in  Mexico,  the  Derrance  Smaage  family  in  Ghana,  Mrs. 
Bertha  Huffschmidt  in  Hawaii,  the  New  Churches  of  Christ  Evangelism,  a 
new  church  planting  mission  headed  by  Virgil  Felton.

H.  C.  BREAM,  JR.,  BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH 

Harvey  C.  Bream,  Jr.  is  from  a  family  of  preachers.  His  father  is  a  minister  of  the  gospel  as  is  his 
brother.  He  has  two  brothers-in-law  and  a  nephew  who  are  ministers  and  had  an  uncle  who  was  a 
minister. 

He  was  born  in  Champaign,  Illinois  but  grew  up  in  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Ohio  and 
West  Virginia. 

He  was  graduated  from  The  Cincinnati  Bible  Seminary  with  an  AB  degree  in  1944.  He  completed 
three  years  of  post  graduate  resident  work  toward  the  MA  and  BD  degrees.  He  had  student  ministries 
with  the  Chatham  and  Kentontown,  Kentucky  churches  of  Christ.  He  served  for  several  years  during 
this  period  of  time  as  a  song  evangelist.

Mr.  Bream  has  served  as  president  of  the  Greater  Cincinnati  Christian  Ministers'  Association;  on  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Cincinnati  Christian  Evangelizing  Fellowship;  on  the  100-man  North  Ameri¬ 
can  Christian  Convention  Committee;  serves  as  lecturer  and  speaker  for  many  churches,  conventions  and 
men's  and  youth  rallies.
